A CANADIAN HORROR. 


Seven Men Smothered. 

The Ottawa (Out.) Citizen of Nov. 25 publishes 
the following account of a horrible accident, 
which, in somo way, has avoided the telograph. 
Notw.thstanding its improbable features, we 
publish it as found in the Citizen; 

Mr. Rowen, of the Cana la Pacific Railway sur- 
vey, who has just returned from Sault Ste. Marie,

SHORT-HORN CATTLE. 


Second Annual Convention of the 
Breeders’ Associations 
Frem the Cincinnati Gazette, Dee, 4. 

The Second Aunual Convention ot the Short- 
Horn Breeders, an association comprising in its 
representation delegates {rom the United States 
and Sg convened at Hopkins’ Hall a: 104 
o'clock yesterday morping. 

There were present about 100 delegates, rep- 
resenting almost every important stock-raising 
district the country. 

The objects of this Association, as set forth in 
a preamble to the Constitution, are as follows : 

„The undersigned, breeders of short-horn 
cattle, for the purpose of evcouraging aud pro- 
‘ecting this important interest, and to increase 
the average excclience, and provide for the pres- 
erva.ion and dissemination in its purity of this 
matchless breed for the improvement of 
can cattle, associate ourselves together,” 

Dr. A. C. Stevenson, of Greencastle, Ind., 
President of the Association, called the Conven- 
tion to order. Mi. B. H. Campbell, of Batavia, 
III., officiated at the Secretary's desk, with Mr. 
8. F. Lockridge, of Greencastle, Ind., as assis- 
tant. 


Tue President read the following address: 
A very important duty is to consider 
the interests of shori-horn bieeders, In part 


this meeting is in their interest, and involves all 


questions conuected with the perpetuation and 
unprovement of this breed of cattle. The feod- 
ing, breeding, grazing, aud the most profitable 
modes of disposing ot them these questions 
present themselves legitimately for your con- 
sideration, and may for their proper solution in- 
volve the consideration of many other ques- 
tions. An accurate history of their origin would 
aid much toward their tuation improve- 
ment. This beretofore been wrapped in much 
obscurity, To this end, also, the science of 
breeding should be well understood, which again 
may involve other questions of a highly scientific 
character, such as the nization of animal 
bodies, the functions of different organs, and the 
laws controlling animal life. The art of pro 
ducing varieiies of animals should be investi- 
gated, The art been little studied or prac- 
ticed in this country, but will be found of interest 
to this association as one of the several means 
that may be serviceable to the breeders of cattle, 
The influence of climate and food press them- 
selves for conemeration.

The meat supply is second only to 
that of bread. How shall the country be sup- 
— with the best and the cheapest meat? The 

ealth of the country depends much upon the 
quality of ite m t good beef is superior 
to pork in this res chere is now little con- 
troversy. Still, it is very true that our beef 
markets are largely supplied with a very poor 
article. ‘his, gentlemen, it is your duty to cor- 
rect, and see that our markets are supplied wita 
a fine, fat, marbled artic!e—one that is productive 
of health, and that is delicious to the taste, A 
good piece of beef is due every American citizen. 
ood beef should also be cheap beef, and, para- 
doxical as this may seem, our cheapest beef is 
finally to come through our best esttle, for the 
very simple reasons that they grow faster, obtain 
a larger size, and fatten better than the common 
cattle ; consequentlv, a pound of short-horn beef 
will cost less to produce than a pound of the 
article that is made frota the common cattle 
ound in the bands of too many of our farmers. 

t two pounds of beef be eto grow where 
but one grows now, and it will be better and 
cheaper. The interests of the country will be 
incréased as yon may be suc- 
ceésful in extending these valuable cattle. 

These consicerations call forth others that 
may well occupy — attention. 

Io a country like this, covering so many de- 
grees of latitude and possessing such a vanéty 
of soil, it may weil be inqu whether short- 
horns are ted and can be raised im all the 
States or oot? Are they suited to our great 
Western plains? Can they be raised in the 
Southern cattle State of Texas? These are im- 
32 questions for settlement. If they coalu 

made to take the place of the immense and 
almost worthless herds of Texas, it would add 
immensely to the wealth of that State and go far 
toward the production of good and cheap beef. 

In conclusion, permit mo to allade to the 
practicability of introdueing short-bornd into 
our dairies. The country needs light upon this 
subject. The impression 4 that they are 
less profitable than some other breeds. Correct 
knowledge on this subject would greatly change 
these views, and introduce short-horns to a large 
extent into our Western dairies, at least where 
dai and stock-raising might be combined.” 

Mr. L. B. Sprague read 2 paper on Short- 
Hora Conformation, Contour. Quality.“ He 
claimed that conta mation of cattle could be 
changed more easily by breeding than could 
contour, and especially quality. In regard to 
the latter, he laid great stress on the need of 
breeding with reference to the quality of the 
meat. He would have the quality of the meat of 
the cows. when killed, made a means of guinekeg 
what the meat of their offspring is, and breeders 
should then breed with reference to the quality 
of the meat.

Those are induced by changed habits altered 
surroundings. Breeding perpetuates the charac- 
ter induced. The highest perfection is a:tained 
by in-and-in breeding, but only in the hands of 

artists of this profession. There are two 
reat difficuliies in the way of iu and-in breed- 
ng—one a tendency to a reduction of the bon 
structure, andthe other to a tendeticy to steril- 
ity. The best advice tonovices is to breed those 
cattle having in common the quality desired.

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CUBAN RESISTANCE. 
At the time the Spanish Government formally 


conceded the demands of the United States, 
there was an apprehengion in the minds of those 
acquainted with the condition of affairs in Cuba 
that the Home Government would dot be able 
to enforce the terms of the protocol. The terms, 
on the part of Spain, are: The surrender of the 
Virginius; a salute to the American flag; the 
delivery of the survivors of the crew; aud the 
prosecution of the officials responsible for the 
hasty executions. If the reported resignation 
of Captain-General Jovellar, on the ground that 
he has not the power to enforce these conditions 
against the sentiment of the island, be true, 
there is a new complication in the case, which 
is much more likely to lead to difficulties than 
was the capture of the Virginius. The ques- 
tion is whether Spam will, or whether she 
can, enforce the stipulations of the protocol. 
The United States Government 
now recede from its demands, the justice of 
which bas been acknowledged by Spain. In 
fact, before approving the terms of the protocol, 
Spain consulted the leading Powers of Europe, 
and it was agreed that they were fair and just. 
Spain is, therefore, committed to the settlement 
of the affair on this basis, and cannot recede 
without giving the United States a casus belli.

protocol. It is some years since the Home Gov- 
ernment has exercised undisputed authority in 
Cuba. What is known as the Peninsular party, 
which consists of native Spaniards and the 
wealthy Creole planters, and which controls the 
Volunteers, has always professed the most in- 
tenss loyalty to Spain, but has at the same time 
put its own construction upon Spanish laws in 


their application to Cuban Government, and ex- 
ercised a quasi independent dogpion over the 
island. The utter defiance of the Moret Emanci- 
pation lawin Cuba is an instance of this. The 
eee Cuba, moreover, have 
never had any sympathy with Republicanism in 
Spain, and are more likely to resist the present 
Government on that account. They also have 
an abiding and ignorant faith in the invincible 
pride, valor, and power of the Spanish people— 
strong traditions of the time of Charies V. and 
the Spanish Armada—and are confident in their 
ability to resist the whole world in the defense 
of what they conceive to be their honor. The 
prevalence of this seutiment among the Cuban 
aristocracy is sufliciently attested by the bom- 
hastic pronunciamentos that are issued on all 
possible pretexts. Either with the hope that 
they will be sustained by the Spanish peoplo, or 
in open defiance of consequences, it is not un- 
likely that the blind pride and vain pomp 
of the Cuban aristocracy, encouraged by the 
dare-devil instincts of the Volunteers, may in- 
duce the ruling party to resist the Home Gov- 
ernment. And, in such case, Spain, unstable in 
Government and harassed by civil war, may be 
powerless to carry out what she has undertaken. 
In such an event, the Cuban patriots will not be 
the only rebels in Cuba. The official party will 
likewise be in rebellion. The United States 
Government may then proffer Spain assistance 
in enforcing demands in which we are interest- 
ed, or it may treat the inhabitants of Cuba as 
outlaws or pirates, and proceed against them as 
a people who acknowledge no Government, and 
from whom no satisfaction can be obtained. 


But in case Cuba makes the threatened re- 


sistanco to the surrender of the Virgini- 


us and the survivors of her crew, it is more 
than likely that she will have the active sympa- 


thy of the Spanish people. The Spanish attach- 
ment for Cuba is intense, even to the point of 


idolatry. Cube was one of the first of the Span- 
ish possessions in the West Indies, and it is the 
last—or the last of any consequence. Senti- 
ment is strengthened by interest, and the Span- 
ish people have sustained slaveocracy and borne 
with Cuban defiance in order to keep the reve- 
nue the island yields them. Cuban resistance 
may, therefore, mean the overthrow of the Cas- 


telar Government, whose tenure of power is very 


frail at the best. The priesthood opposes the 
new Republic uncompromisingly, and will gladly 
avail itself of the opportunity afforded by Cuban 
resistance, The navy has been rebellious ever 
since it started the revolution which resulted in 
the overthrow of Isabella. The Carlists, Intran- 
sigentes, and Bourbons will unite on anything 
to subvert the existing Government. The 
dealings we have had 80 far have been with the 
Castelar Government, and the overthrow of the 
Castelar Government will mean the disapproval 
of its concessions by the Spanish people. In 
that event, a war with Spein would be well nigh 
inevitable. The point of attack will still be 
Cuba, but the conquest of Cube will not neces- 
sarily end the war, If such a war comes, it will 
be s prolonged and stubborn struggle. But it 
will have been forced upon the United States, 
aud the final result will be the “ cleaning out 
of Spanish rule on this side of the Atlantic, and

ANOTHER STEAM-DRUM BURST. 

The letter of Col. Fitch, relative to the in- 
human conduct of Capt. Fry, the late command- 
er of the Virginius, in shooting helpless and 
scalded men struggling in the water for their 
lives, was the only thing needed to complete the 
humiliation of the Chicago Times. During the 
War, the sympathies of the Times were with the 
men who fought on the same side with Capt. 
Fry, and it sided them to the extent of its 
ability in their attempt to overthrow the Gov 
ernment. Since that time, its sympathies have 
always been on the side of buccaneers, free- 
booters, and pirates. It has been a public enemy 
so long itself that it has no sympathy with any 
one who cannot show that he is a filibuster, or, 
at least, a common blackguard. When it was as- 
serted that Capt. Fry had been guilty of 
inhuman conduct, and therefore was not a fit 
subject for sympathy when a like fate overtook 
him, the Times at once recognized a congenial 
spirit, who had been engaged in attacking help- 
less people. Accordingly it rushed to his de- 
fenso ; denied that he had done anything wrong; 
eulogized him as a man whose heart was in the 
right place; blackguarded every one who 
thought differently; employed irresponsible 
people to write up Fry as a good Rebel; and, day 
after day, poured out a torrent of indecent 
abuse upon every one who did not admit that this 
murderer of helpless men, this man without 
a country,” was a first-class patriot, whose death 
must be avenged by the United States Govern- 
ment under whose flag ho was sailing when 
captured. 

In the absence of any official statement rela- 
tive to the brutal affair at Fort St. Charles. the 
Times waxed more indecent day by day, and also 
found a staunch ally in the St. Louis Globe, one 
of whose attaches, who has been kicked about 
from one paper to another like a football for 
years past, had seen several actions during the 
War from the coal-holes of gunboats.

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LAWYERS IN THE SENATE. 

The recent death of John P. Hale "revives tho 
fact that his service in the Senate was brought 
toaclose by an act on his part which only 
eight years ago was regarded as discreditable, 
but which, ia the light of the present experi- 
ences, seems very trivial. During the War, 
some person in the Quartermaster’s Department 
was arrested by the military authorities for 
swindling the Government, and imprisoned at 
Fortress Monroe.

Now, however proper this treatment of Mr. 
Hale may bave been, and however much needed 
the law that prohibits members of Congress 
practicing as attorneys before the Departments, 
is wot all this comparatively trivial when we 
consider dhe frequency with which Senators are 
retained as counsel] by great corporations which 
have dealmgs with Congress or are liable to 
have? Take, for instance, the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. How many Senators are 
there who have been retained as counsel for that 
Company, at fees amounting, perhaps, to $20,000 
a year each ? It is true they are retained as at- 
torneys, to attend to business before the courts; 
that is the business for which they are nominally 
paid. Bat in the Hale case, while the $1,000 
was theoretically paid to him as counsel, the 
country considered that it was the Senator and 
not the lawyer who bad been retained. 
If this were true in that isolated case, what 
shall we think of the fact that eminent lawyers 
in the Senate are the hired attorneys of corpora- 
tions which have more or less business to 
traussot with the Government? They are not 
hired nor paid to legislate for the railroads; 
but they are the hired and paid attorneys for the 
corporations, and it is a question of which the 
country will form its own opinions whether it 
is the Senators or the lawyers who are in fact 
employed. It is no reflection upon Senators to 
say thai there is as eminent legal ability out of 
that body as there is init. Why, then, should 
lawyers elected to the Senate, never previously 
thought of by these corporaticns, be sought out 
and paid large fees, nominally for attending to 
business in the courts? The fact ia, the Senate 
stands before the country under the reproach of 
being in the coatrol of those of its members 
special privileges. among which may be men- 
tioned the privilege of not paying what they owe 
to the Government. They are monopolies at | 


war with the public. Can a Senator pocket s 
fee of $10,000 from one of these corporations, 
and still be qualified to vote without bias on any 
question affecting the company? No Court 
would allow a conductor or brakeman to sit as 
a juror or act as arbitrator in any case where 
the company that employs him was interested. 
The Senate is filling up with railroad attorneys, 
and these railroad attorneys are charged with 
the duty of legislating as between the 
opposing interests of the people and 
these grasping corporations. We are 
speaking of notorious facts. The fees 
paid by these corporations to attorneys 
who are at the same time Senators are enor- 
mous, and far exceed those paid to members of 
the Bar who are not Senators for like services.

The Puritans--Sir Walter Raleigh-- 
PLAYS AND THE — 


Cal. Essays. By CHARLES GeLey, London and 
New York: Macmillan & Co. Chicago: Jansen, Mo- 
Clurg & Co. 


The three eseays which make up the volume 
before us were first published in the North Brit- 
ish Review. In the first essay, — Plays and the 
Puritans,”—the writer combats what is supposed 
to be historical fact by those who have 
not studied carefully the subject: that 
the Puritans were the inveterate opposers, 
not only of all plays and play-acting, 
but of art in all its departments. That they did 
oppose theatres and shows, is admitted; but 
Mr. Kingsley proves that the stage had become 
the delineator of debauchery end crime in its 
worst forms; that, borrowing its plots and its 
characters from the basest productions of Italian 
literature, the play-houses incited the English 
people to adopt the worst habits of the countries 
from which these plays came; and heace not 
only the Puritans, but all good men, were forced 
to condemn the utter licentiousness that had be- 
come the characteristic of the English stage. 
To prove this, he quotes the opinions of Ben 
Jonson and other great names in the literature 
of that period, and gives a synopsis of the lead- 
ing incidents, so far as decency will permit. of 
several of the most popular plays of the time. 
Even immortal peare is not free from the 
taint of theage ia which be lived; and, in his 
case, the very passages which the Puritans con- 
demned are those which are now expunged be- 
fore his plays are put upon the stage. These im- 

urities are what the Puritans hated, and 

ustly, Mr. Kingsley contends. He claims that 
not only the poetical aud bistrionie 
art of England had become thoroughly base and 
corrupt, but art, in nearly all its departments, 
was made to incite and pamper the lowest vices. 
It is becanse the Puritans led in those wars and 
terrible scenes that struck down these vices of 
the court and too many of its ajberenta, that 
they have been charged with the odium of op- 
ros: 1 all art, while they simply donounced—if 
you please, destroyed—what good men in that 
aud ali other ages must condemn,
